The population of the 
Soviet Union, which today 
amounts to 250 million, 
forms a new kind of com¬ 
munity — namely a unified 
Soviet Nation. All peqple of 
the USSR (of whom close to 
50 per cent are non-R’USsian' 
are allowed to enjoy and en¬ 
rich their native oultiure in 
fhe mother tongue. “But 
there is one lan.guage which 
has become dear to al So¬ 
viet citizens — the language 
which was spoken by Lenin 
. This is the Russian 
language . • . The Russian 
language has in fact as¬ 
sumed the role of an indis- 
pen.sible instrument of mo- 
tual understanding and co¬ 
operation between all peo¬ 
ples of the USSR, symboli¬ 
zing the friendsihip between 
nations.” 

According tc the 1970 So¬ 
viet census, 41.9 million non- 
R:us,sian people declared the 
Russian their second mother 
tongue. The census showed 
that 45.2 per cent of the 
Latvian people are in com¬ 
mand of the Russian lan¬ 
guage. While all minority 
nations of the Soviet Union 
may instrust their children 
in th.e native tongue, all Lat¬ 
vian students should learn 
Rus.sian (which is an obli- 
gatoiy subject in schools) 
because without command of 
the Russian they can never 
attain .pefection in higher 
education, nor hope for a

Securtiy Pacific Says Slow Pace 


Future Building Outlook Very Bleak

California’s building pace 
for August refli'cted a 13 per 
cent decline from July’c 
reading, as p<'rmit volume 
fell from Jaily’s almost $683 
million to just under $594 
million in Augiust. 

Seourity Pacific Bank re¬ 
ported that Califor n i a’.s 
building permit activity for 
August marked a return to 
the slowing trend wliich is 
exix'ct e d to continue 
throughout this year’s clos¬ 
ing months and into at least 
mid-1975. 

Senior vice president Paul 
J O’Brien, administrator of 
the bank's Real Estate Fi¬ 
nance Department, empha¬ 
sized that J-uly’s unusual up¬ 
surge had stemmed trom 
partiQ’-ilarly heavy demand 
for nonresidential building 
permits. “August’s downturn 
marks a return to the an¬ 
ticipated slowing trend for 
California’s building pace,’ 
O’Brien said. 

He based his statements 
on data compiled by the 
Irank’s Economic Research 
Division for the current is¬ 
sue of its monthly publica¬ 
tion, “California Construc¬ 
tion Trends.” This month’.s 
issue features the bank’s 
forecast on the outlook for 
California’s nonresidential 
building .scene in 1975. 

Continuing the pattern of 
recent montlis, California’s 
seasonally adjusted annual 
housing rate for August 
dropped to 112,600 new unit., 
down from the month-earlier 
rate of 135,400 new units. 


Seasonally adjusted annual 
housing rates indicate how 
many new units would be 
built by the end of the year 
if tire number of units each 
month were to remain con- 
.slant during tlie entire year. 

Analyzing specific trends 
for August, O’Brien reported 
that residential permits is- 
■sued that month exceedetl 
$.322 million. August’s read¬ 
ing marked a se\ien per cent 
fall-off from the month- 
earlier level of well over 
$348 million. Within the 
nonresidential sector, per¬ 
mits totaled over $271 mil¬ 
lion during Augi.ist, down 19 
per cent from July’s more 
than $334 million. 

Regionally, Security Paci¬ 
fic Bank’s executive stated 
that Southern California’s 
ten counties compiled $316 
million in building permits 
issued in August. That 
marked an 19 ,per cent drop 
from July’s tally of well 
over $385 million. 

In Northern Coastal Cali¬ 
fornia's 16 counties, the 
bank's monthly analysis in¬ 
dicates that building permit 
volume topped $168 million 
for August. However, that 
reading represented an 11 
per cent decline below the 
month-earlier pace of almost 
$188 million. 

Continuing a recent trend, 
the two major regions with 
in California’s Central Val¬ 
ley posted conflicting trends 
during August, with Sacra¬ 
mento Valley’s nine coun¬ 
ties reporting a six per cent 


montlily slowdown whl 1 e 
San Joaquin Valley’s eight 
counties showed a ten pc-r 
cent monthly advance. 

During August, building 
permits issued in Sacramen¬ 
to Valley totaled Just under 
$37 million, down from 
July’s more than $39 mil¬ 
lion. San Joaquin Valley 
posted almost $M million in 
building permit activity for 
August, up from the month- 
earlier reading of almost $49 
million. 

California’s 15 mountain 
coi-intios registered a 14 per 
cent July - Augu.st slow¬ 
down, as permits dropp<'d 
from July’s level of $21 mil¬ 
lion to just over $18 million 
in August. 

Building In City 
Still Going Down 

Building permits have 
dropped fifty per cent bclo^v 
last year’s figures as the 
tlgiitness of money becomes 
evident in the building in- 
dustiy. Little hope is fore¬ 
seen for the balance of the 
year. Activity in the Build¬ 
ing Department for Septem¬ 
ber from its report are as 
follows: 

Total number of building 
permits issued for Septem¬ 
ber, 18, with valuation of 
$132,035. This includes two 
single family dwellings for 
valuation of $79,600. Street, 
electrical and plumbing per¬ 
mits show 28 is.sued with 
fees collfx-'ted of $274.75. 
Building and plan check fees 
amounted to $1,394.,50. There 
were 19 business licenses is¬ 
sued with fees of $339.50. 

The comparison of build¬ 
ing for the first nine months 
s'ltow $707,510 for tills year, 
compared to $1,458,451 for 
the same period last year.

PM Primer for Parents 


Know enough bcate facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean sometliing different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry-it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
tp assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difiicult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.
